XA’ASH ING TON. March 28.—Life is a pretty serious 
>* 
affair nowadays in the national capital, hut 
every now and then the tension is relieved by a bit 
of almost undetected irony. 
There is, for example. President Roosevelt's m es­ 
sage saying he was not opposed to a "fair” Inquiry 
by congress into the TVA. Is It possible th at Mr. 
Roosevelt can b e harboring the suspicion that con­ 
gress could ever m ake any o th er kind? 
Certainly, with both houses of congress controlled 
by the biggest m ajority a m ajor party has ever had 
and with Mr. Roosevelt so much the dominant p er­ 
sonality in w hat congress does and does not do, there 
is ground for a real concern lf it be true that con­ 
gress would not m ake a "fair" inquiry of the wholp 
TVA. It would 
be significant th a t congress had 
changed its ways and now is suddenly determined 
to be unfair about ifs manner and method of con­ 
ducting investigations. 
Seriously speaking, one may ask when congress 
has been "fair” and when it has been "unfair,” and 
if witnesses whose presence w as demanded—those 
who were summoned to give testimony, but not 
invited to give advice, as som etim es is the case— 
were consulted, the answers would be rather un i­ 
formly to the effect that congressional committees 
are more unfair than fair. 
When the President cries out in advance th at he 
wants a "fair” inquiry and when his lieutenants in 
congress try to fix things up so that those who 
have been prosecuting the TVA in public debate 
should not be m em bers of the investigating comm it­ 
tee, it is indeed establishing a precedent. 


U 
NFORTUNATELY, the mud slinging type of com­ 
mittee does 
not exist 
in 
congress, and 
Mr. 
Roosevelt probably knows w hat such a comm ittee 
• an do. When his opponents are on the stand, as 
has often been the case before congressional com ­ 
m ittees these last five years, Mr. Roosevelt has not, 
hepn known to cry out at all about impartiality. In 
fact, he has enjoyed and chuckled over the com ­ 
mittee's adventures and disregard of constitution­ 
al rights. It m ight be noted, in passing, that a cir­ 
cuit court of appeals of the District of Columbia 
denounced the illegal seizure of telegrams in the 
case of the senate lobby committee, hut Mr. Roose­ 
velt thought so highly of the chairm an of that com ­ 
mittee, which disregarded constitutional rights, th at 
ho promoted him from the senate to the Suprem e 
Court of the United States. 
T he TVA inquiry will begin shortly. It will be 
interesting to note how the m em bership of the joint 
committee is picked. Will S peaker Bankhead con­ 
sult the W hite House about the prospective m em ­ 
ber*. or will the President send word by one of his 
numerous em issaries to make sure that there is a 
mem bership on tho investigating committee which 
will insure a "fair" inquiry? W h a t also will Vice 
President G arner do about selecting the senate 
members? 
Her* is a chance for a real public service and 
for a supression of the intrigue which sometimes 
surrounds the appointm ent of m em bers of investi­ 
gating committees. No doubt, two viewpoints will 
arise within the committee, those who feel that 
Chairman M organ's charges should be thoroughly 
investigated in a judicial m an n er and those who 
will feel that to allow anything into the record th at 
casts a reflection on his fellow directors of the TVA 
would be a slap In the President’s face. 


r UNFORTUNATELY. Mr. Roosevelt has taken sides 
Lz already. H e allowed a sim ple refusal on th* 
part of Chairm an Morgan to give information in a 
presidential trial to influence him. He m ade no 
other investigation of the charges. If the evidence 
should 
substantiate 
Cnairman 
M organs 
charges 
against TVA employes of a lack of Integrity or m is­ 
feasance or other wrongdoing, it will be a most un­ 
happy moment for the President and a blemish on 
his record. To save the President’s face politically, 
it will, of course, be the purpose of his henchm en 
to smear Dr. Morgan and to drag all sorts of sm oke­ 
screens across the hearing but m aybe the chairm an 
of the TVA will present his case in the same im ­ 
pressive way th a t he handled himself before the 
President of the United States. Few men in public 
life have stood before the chief m agistrate with bis 
threat of decapitation and stood their ground so 
bravely. Some day, when the whole story of TVA, 
with 
its w astefulness its inefficiency and Its in­ 
trigue and inner political schem ing is revealed to 
the naked eye, Dr. Morgan will stand forth as a man 
who had the courage to insist th a t the constitution­ 
al principle of a check by the legislative branch on 
the 
executive branch was. afte r all, a wise old 
rule

“F rom the viewpoints of the President 
and others who a re almost spiritually Interested in 
TVA, who regard it as a lamp In the darkness for 
the rural underprivileged, it would justify ceaseless 
effort to avert a congressional Inquiry. But from the 
public standpoint It should not be persuasive, con­

The decision to suspend silver 
purchases was reflected here in a 
seemingly less friendly atmosphere 
toward foreigners. One American 
couple, longtime residents of Mex­ 
ico City, reported shopkeepers in 
a big uptown market refused to 
sell them goods. 
Mexican government officials, in 
accordance with President Lazaro 
Cardenas’ admonitions to consid­ 
er the United States treasury's ac­ 
tion “with serenity and Justice,” 
declined to comment. 
While struggling with gigantic 
financial problems created by tak­ 
ing over th© oil industry and try­ 
ing to run it efficiently. Mexico 
was confronted with an almost In­ 
evitable decline in the peso from 
its already low level of 4.20 to 
the dollar. 
Bankers said the Mexican gov­ 
ernment could absorb a good part 
of the surplus silver production 
by coining new silver pesos. Sil­ 
ver production has been cut in 
half by the closing of the Ameri­ 
can Smelting and Refining Co.’a 
refinery in Monterrey.

to 18,000 workers. 
The companies declared the in­
